0 diffus e r po s ition e d on top of th e light guide plat e ; and 
a liquid crystal panel having a reflective polarizing element, the liquid 
crystal panel being located on the backlight module, and the reflective 
polarizing element facing a top surface of the light guide plate.

Claim 3 (original): The liquid crystal display of claim 1, wherein the 
quarter-wave plate is attached to a bottom surface of the light guide plate. 
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Claim 4 (original): The liquid crystal display of claim 3, fUrther 
comprising a diffuser disposed between the liquid crystal panel and the light 
guide plate. 

Claim 5 (original): The liquid crystal display of claim 4, further 
comprising a brightness enhancing film disposed between the difhiser and 
the liquid crystal panel. 

Claim 6 (original): The liquid crystal display of claim 5, iluther 
comprising a plurality of printing-dots being defined on the bottom surface.

Claim 13 (currently amended): A liquid crystal display comprising: 
a light guide plate; 

a light source located by one side of the light guide plate; 
a quarter-wave plate located under said light guide plate; 
a reflector located under said quarter-wave plate; 
a reflective polarizing element located above the light guide plate; and 
at l e ast on e of th e- following e l e ments: 

a plurality of V-shaped grooves formed directly in a top surface 
of the light gmde plate, the v shaped V-shaped grooves being 
configured for diffusing ligh t; and 

o difiusor positioned on top of th e light guide plate, such a 
d t Mis e r being int e rposod betw ee n the light guid e plate and th o 
g e fl e otive peloriging o kiaent. 
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Claim 14 (previously presented): A liquid crystal display comprising: 
a reflective polarizing element; 

a quarter-wave plate located imder the reflective polarizing element; 
a light guide plate inteijxjsed between the reflective polarizing element 
and the quarter-wave plate, the light guide plate having a top surface facing 
and spaced flrom the reflective polarizing elemen t, wherein the lip;bt guide 
plate has a plurality of V-shaped grooves defined in the top surface thereof : 
a light source located on one side of the light guide plate; and 
a reflector located under said quarter-wave plate. 

Claim 15 (canceled) 

Claim 16 (previously presented): The liquid crystal display of claim 14, 
wherein a difluser is interposed between the light guide plate and the 
reflective polarizing element. 

Claim 17 (previously presented): The liquid crystal display of clflim 13, 
further comprising a plurality of printing-dots being defined on a bottom 
surface of the light guide plate. 

Claim 18 (previously presented): The liquid crystal display of claim 13, 
wherein the top sur&ce of the light guide plate faces the reflective polarizing 
element. 

Claim 19 (previously presented): The liquid crystal display of claim 13, 
further comprising a brighmess enhancing film disposed between the 
V-shaped grooves of the light guide plate and the liquid crystal panel or 
between the diffuser and the liquid crystal panel. 
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Claim 20 (previously presented): The liquid crystal display of claim 17, 
wherein the quarter-wave plate is attached to the bottom surface of the light 
guide plate. 
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
